ev ery 1,306 of popu lation in 18 96 .

arrested 
and tried and acq u itted, his plea of 
self-defense secu ring his freedom. 
On December 12, the same y ear, 
M attox mu rdered a colored man. 
H e was then a depu ty marshal and 
is said to hav e insu lted some col­ 
ored girls on the street.

A b o u t 9 o ’clock the loose 
dirt began c a v in g from the sides of 


the ditch. 
In former days m ining 
for lead had been done in that lo­ 
cality, and the earth was loose. 
A load of poles had been ordered 


by the contractors, and, w hile the 


men w ere tim berin g up the sides 
of the ditch, several tons of loose 
earth caved in, buryin g Bunn and 
M inisch com pletely, and coverin g 


N eid b erger up to his neck. 
W h ile the rescuers w ere at w ork 
N e id b e rg e r’ s father w a lk ed up and 
d o w n the narrow ditch, encourag­ 
ing the men to hurry and d ig out 


his d y in g son, but the im prisoned 
man soon lost consciousness, and 
died before he could be dug out. It 
took nearly six hours’ w ork to get 
the bodies out of the ditch. 
T h e first mine accident of the 
day occurred about 10 o ’clock at 
one of the P erry mines at Lone 
E lm , a mile n orthw est of Joplin. 
D ennis C a rm a n , a miner, started 
dow n the shaft to repair the pum p. 
H e had made a rope sling, 
w hich 
he hung on to the hook w here the 
hoisting tub is usually attached, 
and started d o w n , standing w ith 
his feet in the sling. 
T h e 
rope became untied soon 
after he 
started 
d o w n , 
and 
he 
dropped to the bottom of the shaft, 
a distance of 120 feet. 
Both legs 
w ere broken, one arm torn from its 
socket, and his ribs w ere crushed 
in. 
H is injuries proved fatal tw o 
hours later. 
John 11. S m ith , a miner, 
w o rk ­ 
in g in the P arr 
H ill mine, w as 
killed at noon by falling from the 
hoisting tub w h ile bein g hoisted 
out 
of 
the shaft. 
T h e hoisting 
gear got out of order and let the 
tub drop about 
10 feet. 
T h e jar 
knocked S m ith out of the tub and 
he fell to the bottom of the shaft, a 
distance of about 
40 
feet. 
H is 
right side w as crushed in, 
all of 
his ribs being broken on that side. 
H e died about 2 o ’clock.
